New York, May 15 (/P)—Ending 
the menace of a national soft 
coal shortage, more th an 300,000 
m iners returned to work today 
under a new tw o-y ear-contract 
which gave the United Mine 
Workers, largest CIO union, the 
first “union shop” in its history . 
Fifteen of the 21 operators’ as­ 
sociations in the Appalachian 
coal conference signed the agree­ 
m ent over the week-end. 
The 
pacts covered 260,000 m en in 3,- 
K)0 mines. 
An additional 50,000 to 100,000 
m iners were guaranteed the “uri- 
on shop” in similar contracts 
negotiated for states outly ing the 
Appalachian area by aids of CIO 
President John L. Lewis, whose 
victory came after a six -week 
shutdown. 
The six southern operators’ 
groups in the Appalachian con- 
erence which refused to agree 
to Lewis’ term s employ from 
50,000 to 70,000 men in sections 
of Kentucky , West Virginia, Vir­ 
ginia and Tennessee. 
Deploring predictions of vio- 
ence, a spokesman for one of 
;he groups said contract differ­ 
ences would end in an amicable 
adjustm ent. 
“There has been no indication 
that we plan to go back and set

record peacetime m unitions or­ 
ders totaling more th an $150,- 
000 ,000 . 
Officials 
who 
outlined 
the 
project 
today 
said 
th a t 
by 
m eans of large contracts funds 
now available for new guns, am ­ 
munitions, tanks and other war 
m aterials m ight go 15 per cent 
further. 
A saving of delivery time, they 
ex plained, 
would 
result from 
mass rath er th an peaceful ord­ 
ers. 
Although contracts 
for 
tb<| 
first 571 w ar planes of the Air 
Corps’ ex pansion program were 
signed a few hours after the ini­ 
tial $50,000,000 appropriation was 
authorized, m ajor ordnance or- 
ers are to be withheld until June. 
Bids will be sought, meantime, 
from 
private 
m anufacturing 
plants. 
Several hundred factories will 
share in the contracts for about 
75 per cent of the work. The re­ 
m ainder will be turned out by six 
m anufacturing arsenals. 
Of the $150,000,000 made avail­ 
able to the w ar departm ent for 
purchase of w ar m aterials for 
branches other th an the 
Air 
Corps, $110,000,000 was released 
this 
m onth 
when 
President 
Roosevelt signed the second de­ 
ficiency appropriation bill. The 
measure also included $6,539 ,287 
for bolstering sea coast defenses. 
O ther sums are contained in 
the arm y appropriations for the 
y ear beginning July 1, or rem ain 
unex pended from last session’s 
appropriations.

The purchases will supply de­ 
ficient equipment before 19 42 for 
400,000 men in the regular army , 
national guard and trained re­ 
serves. 
The shopping list is a long one. 
It 
includes 
several 
hundred 
tanks, costing $25,000 to $50,000 
each; more ¿han 150,000 addi­ 
tional 
sem i-autom atic 
rifles; 
m odem high speed carriages for 
World W ar field guns, and rail­ 
way carriages for big eight-inch 
artillery . More th an $37,500,000 


has been earm arked for am m u­ 
nition. 
The m unitions orders are ex ­ 
pected to aid m aterially in tra in­ 
ing industry for wartim e tasks. 
In addition, about 260 factories 
will benefit from “educational” or 
trial orders, financed by a special 
$34,500,000 apropriation.

No changes in the am end­ 
ments, approved by the labor 
committee, were perm itted by 
the seldom-applied rules. 
Should the house defeat this 
plan, Chairm an Norton (D.-N. 
J.) of the labor committee an­ 
nounced she would m ake no 
further attem pt immediately to 
carry out suggestions of Elmer 
F. Andrews, wage-hour adm inis­ 
trator, for simplify ing the oper­ 
ation of the seven-m onth-old 
act. 
Farm members, backed by the 
American Farm Bureau federa­ 
tion and other leading farm or­ 
ganizations, objected to am end­ 
m ents intended to clarify the ex ­ 
emptions pertaining to agricul­ 
tural labor. 
In a letter to every house 
member, spokesmen for five na ­ 
tional farm organizations de­ 
clared the proposals “will great­ 
ly intensify the present h ard ­ 
ships corffronting agriculture.” 
The law now ex empts from 
both the wages and hours provis­ 
ions farm ing operations in the 
‘area of production” as defined 
by Andrews. Difficulties in ad­ 
m inistration induced the com­ 
m ittee to substitute a section ex ­ 
em pting 16 specified farm opera­ 
tions, so th a t employ es perform ­ 
ing th a t work could be on duty a 
max imum of 60 hours a week be­ 
fore the overtime provisions for 
pay of tim e and a half would ap­ 
ply . 
In general, these operations 
are: making of dairy products, 
compressing or storing of cotton, 
ex tracting oils from fruits, pro­ 
cessing of sugar beets, preparing 
fresh or dried fruits and vege­ 
tables and nuts, handling of live­ 
stock and poultry . 
Rep. Andresen (R., Minn.) and 
Coffee (D., Neb.) contended th a t 
this am endm ent would m ake all 
of agriculture immediately sub­ 
ject to the minimum wage of 25 
cents an hour outlined in the 
act, as well as the progressively 
higher m inim a of 30 cents and 
40 cents in the nex t two y ears. 
The only ex emption from the 
wage rates would be for the first 
processing of fruits ^nd vege­ 
tables. 
O ther adm inistration-sponsor­ 
ed am endm ents would: 
1. Ex empt white collar work­ 
ers whose regular m onthly salary 
is a t least $200. 
2. Provide for special industry 
committees to recommend wage 
levels in Puerto Rico and the 
Virgin Islands. 
3. Free an employ er from pen­ 
alties if he followed in good faith 
a ruling of the wage-hour ad ­ 
m inistration or innocently re­ 
ceived goods produced in viola­ 
tion of the law. 
4. Ex empt telephone switch­ 
boards with less th an 500 sta­ 
tions.

The y ounger Dean, who appar­ 
ently was not gravely injured, 
was also placed in jail here b ut 
he was released Monday m orn­ 
ing. 
The elder Dean was reported 
to have adm itted the attack on 
his son during a controversy a t 
the state institution about three 
o’clock Sunday afternoon. The 
father is alleged to have stabbed 
the y outh in the th ro at w ith a 
pen knife.

phy sician following the attack, 
the y outh’s wound was not be­ 
lieved serious although he was 
said to have suffered from loss 
of blood. 
Sheriff

When a city , or town i \s or­ 
g anized a baseball assot \tion 
along the lines disciissed m the 
first two articles qf this series, 
it has made the first big step 
toward g iving baseball to the 
play ers and fans. 
If enoug h 
team s are in the city to form a 
leag ue, the next step will be to 
affiliate with the ihdiana Ama­ 
teur Baseball Association. There 
are only five states east of the 
Rocky m ountains which do not 
have such associations. 
It will then be advised where, 
if a t all, it is necessary to chang e 
its rules to comply with those in 
effect in th a t state to protect the 
am ateur standing of its hig h 
school, colleg e and athletic club 
play ers. It will have opened to it 
the district tournam ents in near­ 
ly every state, throug h which 
team s qualify for state and na­ 
tional competition. 
If, however, the baseball com­ 
m ittee is in a town th a t has 
only a sing le senior or No-Ag e- 
Limit team, it will contact other 
towns in the county , send a rep­ 
resentative to a central meeting 
where a leag ue may be formed, 


from which point the procedure 
will be exactly the same as th a t 
for a leag ue w ithin a sing le city . 
In such org anizations, every 
effort should be made to secure 
enoug h towns w ithin 10 to 20 
miles of each other to compose 
the leag ue to reduce traveling 
expenses to such a point th a t 
they cease to be a factor. If the 
home team is play ing in a town 
15 miles away , enoug h fans will 
be g oing to the g ame to “haul” 
the team w ithout incurring a 
transportation bill. 
But w hat about the play er 
coming up who cannot “make 
the town team or the city leag ue? 
W hat about the umpires? 
All over the United States to­ 
day , boy s are g oing back to 
school to learn to play baseball. 
The 
American 
Baseball 
Con­ 
g ress, 
The 
Indiana 
Amateur 
Baseball Association, and other 
interested g roups have worked 
out a reg ular course of training 
for y oung sters and oldsters. This 
course has been prepared by 
noted colleg e coaches and m ajor 
leag ue m anag ers who love the 
g ame and w ant to see y oung 
play ers coming up. 
Over 
in 
the 
International 
leag ue,“Bill” Carpenter, old Na­ 
tional leag ue hUrlef, is uihpire- 
in-chief. He has done the same 
job on 
preparing a training 
course for umpires. Ernie Quig ­ 
ley , National leag ue um pire-in- 
chief, is another g reat fig ure 
helping to improve the umpire 


as an im portant pa rt of the 
g ^me. 
Somewhere in the crowded 
cities or in the fields of the 
country today are th é Ffeliets, 
DiMag g ios, 
Stu 
M artins and 
y oung stars of tomorrow. O ther 
towns w ithout future g reats of 
the national g ame, love it and 
w ant to see it play ed. 
Oniy by 
cooperative methods, honesty of 
adm inistration, opportunities for 
play ers to learn the g ame, for 
uinpires to improve their officiat­ 
ing , can the g ame continue its 
hold on the public.

way by which these ends can be 
reached is throug h com m unity 
org anization.

Chairman Dies (D-Tex) said 
today that exact dates had not 
been picked and th at the list of 
Cities was tentative, but he add­ 
ed: 
“When we open up we will 
have enough stuff to keep going 
for four months and to keep the 
wires hot morning, noon and 
night.” 
Investigators and attorneys al­ 
ready are gathering evidence in 
a number of cities. Dies said 
statements had been obtained 
from Earl Browder, head of the 
Communist 
party, 
and 
Fritz 
Kuhn, leader of the German- 
American bund. They will not 
be made public immediately. 
Emphasizing that he was ex­ 
pressing his own views and not 
those of his entire committee, 
which still must pass on m atters 
of procedure and policy, the 
chairman said Kuhn and Browd­ 
er probably would be brought be­ 
fore the committee in open ses­ 
sion for questioning. 
“Personally, I am going to in­ 
sist,” he added, ‘that they come 
only to answer specific questions. 
I do not want them to use the 
committee as a forum to present 
Communist or Fascist views.” 
All evidence obtained by in ­ 
vestigators, he said, will be con­ 
sidered thoroughly by the com­ 
mittee before being brought out 
in open session “so th at the 
wheat will be separated from the 
chaff.”

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NO ELEMENT OF SURPRISE. 
Surely there is nothing to get ex cited about in 
the announcement from Rome that Germany and 
Italy are about to enter into a definite military 
and political compact. The Ax is has been in­ 
formally committed to that kind of a set-up for 
the past few y ears. Formal pronouncement of 
the fact can have no new effect in so far as it 
may accent the fears of the smaller powers that 
are wondering just when and how they will be 
gobbled up. 
It remains to be seen, of course, whether Herr 
Hitler and Signor Mussolini will force m atters to 
a critical showdown this spring or summer. Po­ 
land gives evidence of diplomatic strength bol­ 
stered by assurances from the democracies. What 
occurs with respect to Reich tactics on the Dan­ 
zig and Polish Corridor issues will largely deter­ 
mine the broader course of events. 
Meanwhile, Great Britain is continuing the ef­ 
fort to get Russia into some kind of an anti­ 
aggression pact, but Moscow seems determined 
to insist upon an ex tension of such an agree­ 
ment to a level of inclusiveness, particularly in 
the Orient, which the British, up to this time, 
are unwilling to grant. 
The ominous phase of the situation is that 
major wars usually start around mid-summer, 
When the crops have just about been harvested 
and the granaries are full. American procedure, 
at all events, now seems to be well within the 
bounds of sound policy . The nation is going right 
ahead with its plans for defensive development 
of the army , the navy and the air force. If this 
obvious determination to be ready for any em­ 
ergency is scrupulously linked with non-iriter- 
ference and a strengthening of the Neutrality 
Act, the chances of war avoidance will be m a­ 


terially increased no hiatter what may happen 
o n the o ther side o f the Atlantic. 


CONSCRIPTION PROBLEMS. 
Britain’s adoption of peace-time conscription 
has reopened some old questions and uncovered 
new ones. If one ‘recalls that England did not 
resort to the draft until about a y ear of World 
War fighting had passed, he will realize how im­ 
portant the break with custom is. Immediately 
there is conjecture as to the attitude of the Em­ 
pire’s far-flung dominions. 
Canada, especially Quebec, has no love for con­ 
scription in any form, even during war time. 
Prime Minister Chamberlain’s argument th at it 
is folly to consider the present period as one of 
peace is likely to be considered a quibble in Can­ 
ada. And y et London seems to take for granted 
that if an emergency comes Canada will fall in 
line. And it is counting on propaganda to do 
the trick. No doubt it is hoping for a similar 
response from those unpredictable Anzacs “down 
under.” 
In comparison with compulsory military ser­ 
vice on the continent, the British six -months’ 
training for y outh in their twenty -first y ear is 
mild indeed. Under the Third Reich in Germany , 
y oung men must serve first their six months in 
the “Arbeitdienst,” a labor organization similar 
to our own CCC ex cept for the compulsory factor. 
Later two y ears of military training are required. 
This ex tended 'period taken from the lives of 
German boy s is devoted to education in the Nazi 
philosophy as well as to military discipline. When 
the older generation, many of whom still disap­ 
prove in secret of National Socialism, have died 
off, Hitler ex pects to have a solid front with 
which to face the world. But such an eventual­ 
ity depends upon an unbroken chain of diplo­ 
matic or military victories in his ex pansion cam­ 
paign.

The life and treasure of 
the enertiy —dnd the bodies of 
his women—were the common 
rewards of conquest. It had al­ 
way s been thus. 
"* *trhe most complete sex ual de­ 
moralization of the Roman em­ 
pire was due, primarily , to the 
enormous 
slave 
population—a 
slave population that included 
millions of men and women— 
many of them more refined and 
better educated than their own­ 
ers—all of them helpless and 
hopeless. 
Slavery was not a new institu­ 
tion to the Roman mind. It had 
ex isted in practically all peoples 
since the beginning of time. A 
world without slavery was in­ 
conceivable. 
And 
alway s 
the 
body of the slave woman be­ 
longed to her owner, to do with 
as he pleased. 
Into this Roman 
world 
of 
slaves and misery and debauch­ 
ery Jesus brought his religion of 
hope for the hopeless. He and 
his followers told the miserable 
millions th at this life 
would 
soon pass—that it Was blit a 
bfief preparation for a great and 
happy and everlasting life to 
cOme—that this future life was 
open to every soul, regardless of 
cdlor, creed, sex , nationality , or 
previous condition of servitude— 
and th at the only requirement 
whs to believe and to repent 
one’s sihs. 
He brought the first believable 
ray of hope th at His world had 
seen, and it was the utter misery 
of th at world which caused the 


phenomenal spread of Christian­ 
ity . Men and women believed 
His message because they want­ 
ed to believe it—they simply had 
to believe it in order to make 
their human ex istence bearable. 
And they seized upon Christian­ 
ity with a desperation that en­ 
abled them to withstand the 
most hideous tortures known to 
Roman ingenuity . 
The spread of Christianity was 
through the submerged people 
of the empires—the slaves and 
the poor men and women. 
As 
the followers of Jesus became 
more numerous the new religion 
was viciously fought by mem­ 
bers of every other religious sect 
as well as by the Roman govern­ 
ment. 
Thousands upon thou­ 
sands of Christians were killed 
—crucified, burned and torn by 
wild beasts in the arenas. 
Dioletian even ordered the de­ 
struction of 
every Christian 
church throughout the empire. 
He decreed that the property of 
every Christian should be con­ 
fiscated, that the sacred writings 
should be burned, and that all 
Christians should be disenfran­ 
chised . And when these harsh 
measures failed he decreed th at 
every Christian should be killed, 
wherever found. 
For ten y ears this campaign 
went forward throughout 
the 
empire — and it failed. 
Nine 
y ears later Constantine was em­ 
peror—and he not only put a 
stop 
UA 
the 
persecution but 
shortly afterwards became con­ 
verted to Christianity himself— 
the first Christian ruler of the 
world. Before he died he made 
Christianity the established re­ 
ligion of the empire — an act 
which nbt only caused the rapid 
spread of Christianity through­ 
out central Europe, but which 
was also the forerunner of th at 
unfortunate 
combination 
be­ 
tween church and state which 
caused so much trouble and mis­ 
ery in the later history of Eu­ 
rope.

date of the end of the Roman 
empire, but we know th at Theo- 
doric was king of the Ostrogoth 
kingdom, that included Italy , at 
least as early as 9 3 A. D. From 
that time until Charlemagne was 
crowned—in 771 
A. D.—there 
was no power or kingdom of any 
particular strength or conse­ 
quence in all Europe. 
When the Roman power was 
finally broken, human 
affairs 
were left in a most chaotic con­ 
dition. 
Some of the cities re­ 
mained—and the roads and the 
monuments. The common peo­ 
ple and the hordes of slaves were 
still there, for they had no other 
place to go. But the legions and 
the magistrates and the tax - 
gatherers were gone. 
The common man was of al­ 
most any race or a mix ture of 
many races. 
In Gaul, which 
later became the heart of Char­ 
lemagne’s empire ,the common 
man knew his race before the 
coming of the Romans. He was 
a cross between the early Iber­ 
ians and the invading Ary ans— 
the Kelts. But after Rome took 
control of Gaul this was 
no 
longer true. 
Thousands upon 
thousands of Gaulish men and 
women along with the children 
were dragged away 'into slavery . 
Thousands of the fighting men 
enlisted in the Roman legions 
and shed their blood to protect 
the Roman borders or to win 
the throne for this man or that. 
Only the dregs of,the Gauls re­ 
mained. 
Mix ed with these dregs were 
a great multitude of slaves from 
all parts of the world—Britons 
and wild Piets from Scotland 
and still wilder Scots from Ire­ 
land and Jews and Spaniards 
and dark Carthaginians and Sy ­ 
rians and Egy ptians and Greeks 
and Macedonians and Parthians 
and Strange Slavs and Persians 
and y ellow Huns and black Nu- 
midians—the offspring of gen­ 
erations of unmarried mothers 
—the spoils of war from a hun­ 
dred races and a thousand cam­ 
paigns. 
This, with minor variations, 
must have been the situation 
when the tribes moved in and 
the legions moved out. The slave 
had no owner and the land had 
no government. 
The invading 
barbarians were not interested 
in slaves or in land. They set­ 
tled here and there for a time— 
and then moved on. And they 
did npt stop moving until they 
ran into territory that was al­ 
ready o ccupied by so me o ther 
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barbarian 
tribe 
sufficiently 
strong to repel the invaders. 
These were centuries of com­ 
plete lawlessness—this stretch of 
nearly three hundred y ears. The 
barbarian 
invaders apparently 
abandoned the old slave popu­ 
lation to their own devices—be­ 
ing content to protect them ­ 
selves and to take what they 
wanted from their neighbors. 
The so-called Dark Ages of Eu­ 
rope were those y ears in which 
this mix ed-up mass of slaves and 
barbarian freemen was slowly 
and 
blindly 
working 
out a 
scheme of ex istence. 
This new scheme of life, when 
it finally took form, was what 
men called the feudal sy stem. 
Men banded together in cities 
for mutual protection—since he 
who lived away from his fellows 
was in constant danger from a t­ 
tack from the first band of 
armed men that might pass his 
way . 
They built castles — and 
new towns grew under the pro­ 
tecting walls of those castles. 
Strong 
men 
appeared 
who 
were able to gather sufficient1 
force to protect themselves and 
their adherents—as well as to 
levy tribute on travelers and 
weaker neighbors, 
These local 
strong men were the ancestors 
of those counts and dukes who 
later constituted the nobility — 
the landed gentry —of medieval 
Europe. 
They 
ruled through 
might—and the common man 
was glad to permit them to rule 
in return for protecting him. 
The learning and the wisdom 
of Greece and Egy pt and Rome 
almost 
perished. And would 
have perished but for the fact 
that monasteries began i to ap­ 
pear—fortified places of refuge 
for monks and scholars—a few 
scattered spots where the lights 
of learning were kept feebly 
glowing—where priceless writ­ 
ings were preserved and copied 
-+-where men could think about 
something other than their daily 
bread and their own personal 
safety . 
Little by little the strong men 
grouped together to form small 
kingdoms. One of the most im­ 
portant was that ruled by Clov­ 
is, who lived in Belgian territory 
and drove his hordes as far 
south as the mountains at the 
northern edge of Spain. 
Later 
on Gaul split into two parts for 
a hundred and fifty y ears—into 
two parts that one time became 
France and Germany —a split 
that was intensified by the fact 
that the people of the southern 
half spoke a semi-Latin 
lan­ 
guage, while the people of the 
north spoke a Germanic tongue. 
People speaking different lan­ 
guages hated each other then 
even more than they do today . 
Then arose one of the strong 
men of those day s—a certain Pe­ 
pin, who was the actual ruler, al­ 
though not the king, of 
the 
German half of Gaul. He con­ 
quered the French half and re­ 
united the kingdom. 
His son 
was the hard-fighting Charles 
Martel (The Hammer) and his 
son was Pepin the Short and his 
son was Charlemagne the Great. 
Charlemagne is the towering 
historical figure of those day s, 
but Europe owes a deeper debt 
of gratitude to his grandfather, 
Charles Martel—for it was this 
Charles Martel who defeated the 
great Arab invasion and pre­ 
v ented Euro pe fro m beco ming a 


part of the Arabian Empire. To 
appreciate this danger it is ne­ 
cessary for us to rethrn to Af­ 
rica.

Washington — Every 
t i m e 
President Roosevelt comes out 
with a new consolidation and re­ 
organization plan, teeth chatter 
from one end of Pennsy lvania 
Avenue to the other, but when he 
ordered abolishment of the Na­ 
tional Coal Commission in his 
second plan the titters outdid the 
teeth-chattering. 
The coal commission has been 
a comedy of administration er­ 
rors since it was invented four 
y ears ago. The Supreme Court 
abolish it once iq the Carter 
coal case but it was recreated 
under a new act. And almost at 
once some of the fanciest stories 
of patronage rows ever heard in 
Washington began leaking out. 
The strange part of it was that 
any body who wanted to verify 
them could do so. The side that 
was getting licked on patronage 
was alway s willing to tell of the 
injustices heaped upon them. 
There was the m atter of ink 
wells. Of the seven members of 
the commission, three for a long 
time were 
in 
the 
“minority 
camp.” One day an employ e of 
one of the minority commis­ 
sioners strolled into the office of 
a majoried commissioner. Rest­ 
ing upon the majority commis­ 
sioner’s desk was a combination 
fountain-pen and ink stand set 
that was a marvel to behold. It 
was a $12 model and really a 
splendid work of art and utility . 


Minority Evens Things Up 
But only the majority mem­ 
bers had these splendiferous ink 
and pen sets, 'the minority mem­ 
bers had just a bottle of ink. 
They went to the newspapers 
about it. Justice was done. 
But that was not all. Tribal 
jealousies developed. One of the 
minority members found that his 
secretary was paid $2,300 a y ear 
instead of the $3,000 a y ear paid 
to the secretary of one of the 
majority members. 
'Instantly the minority mem­ 
ber brought it Up in commission 
meeting. We saw both jobholders 
and we couldn’t tell the $2,300 
secretary from the $3,000 secre­ 
tary ex cept that we thought the 
$2,300 one a trifle prettier. Any ­ 
way , the under-privileged secre­ 
taries got an increase in pay . 
There were other patronage 
rows. Minority members protest- 
th at Senator 
Joe Guffey , 
of 
Pennsy lvania, who instigated the 
coal legislation, was getting a 
lion’s 'cut of the patronage. Guf­ 
fey valiantly denied it but Sen­ 
ator Rush Dew Holt of West Vir­ 
ginia, who wanted some of the 
patronage but was not getting it 
—he being a rambunctious fellow 
—printed the whole coal com­ 
mission pay roll in the Congres­ 
sional Record.

The ho me states o f sco res o f 


employ es were simply indicated 
by a ditto. One word, “Pennsy l­ 
vania” would be printed near the 
top of the page and then a long 
list of “ditto” marks would fol­ 
low.

The commission’s job was to 
détermine a schedule of base 
prices for coal so as to prevent 
certain mines chiseling on pric­ 
es against other mines. It was 
not surprising that it proved a 
well nigh impossible job, al­ 
though as we understand it now 
a price schedule has been fix ed 
up. 
Don’t send for a copy to find 
out what y our stove coal should 
cost. So complex is it that it re­ 
quires a coal ex pert to make 
head or tail of it. 
\ 
Of course the work of the 
commission isn’t of itself abol­ 
ished, just the commission. The 
work will be carried on under the 
Department of the Interior. That 
is Secretary Ickes. To him will 
go all the employ es raked to­ 
gether under the New 
Deal’s 
most hectic ex periment.

It will be u nlawfu l to drive, 
knowingly, an au tomobile which 
is in su ch u nsafe condition as to 
endanger any person or which is 
not equ ipped with the proper 
lamps and other equ ipm ent spe­ 
cified in the new law which goes 
into effect Ju ly 1, Todd Stoops, 
secretary-m anager of the Hoos- 
ier Motor Clu b said today. The 
law does not prohibit the u se of 
other parts or accessories not in­ 
consistent with the act. 
“All vehicles,” said Mr. Stoops, 
“now m u st carry lamps which 
m u st be lit from a half hou r a ft­ 
er su nset to a half hou r before 
su nrise and a t any other time 
there is not su fficient light to 
render clearly discernible per­ 
sons and vehicles on the high­ 
way at a distance of 500 feet. 
The only exceptions made are 
for implements of hu sbandry, 
road machinery, road rollers or 
farm tractors. 
“Lighted lamps or lanterns in 
front shall exhibit a white light 
visible for 500 feet and tail lights 
or lanterns m u st exhibit a red 
light visible at least 500 feet to 
the rear. 
“Au tomobiles mu st have two 
headlights on each side of the 
car and one tail light which 
m u st be wired so that it will be 
illu minate at the same time as 
the front or 
au xiliary lights. 
Either the tail light or a separate 
lamp m u st illu m inate the rear li­ 
cense plate with a white light to 
render it visible for at least 50 
feet. 
“Motorcycles and bicycles m u st 
have one white light in front 
and one tail light. 
“Animal drawn and other ve­ 
hicles m u st carry a white lamp 
or lantern in front and a red 
light or lantern in the rear. 
“All new cars sold after Ju ne 
30, shall have two red reflectors 
in rear, visible from all distances 
within 300 to 500 feet at night. 
“Only one spot light is allowed 
and it m u st be so aimed u pon 
approaching 
another 
vehicle 
that no part of the high-intensi- 
ty portion of the beam will be di­ 
rected to the left of the prolong­ 
ation of the extreme left side of 
the vehicle nor more than 100 
feet ahead of the vehicle. 
“Not more than three au xili­ 
ary driving lamps are allowed on 
the front of an au tomobile which 
shall be mou nted at a height not 
less than 12 inches or more than 
42 inches above the level of the 
grou nd. 
“Signal lamps or devices are 
allowed and when signal lamps 
are u sed they may display a red 
or yellow light. Signal devices in 
front shall display signals visible 
from the front and rear for a 100 
feet in normal su nlight and at 
night bu t they shall not project 
glaring lights. The signal light in 
the rear m u st be visible from the 
rear only for 100 feet. 
“Not 
more 
than 
two 
cowl 
lights are perm itted which m u st 
emit white or am ber lights. Not 
more than one ru nning board 
light on each side is allowed 
which may em it white or am ber 
lights. Back-u p lamps are per­ 
m itted which may be wired sep­ 
arately or in combination with 
other lights bu t this lamp m u st 
not be continu ou lsy lighted when 
the car is in forward motion.”

PHYSICIANS TO BE FIVE 
YEARS OLD, A MOTHER

than the birth certificate which 
wou ld make her fou r y ears, sev en 
months and three weeks old. 
After the birth Dr. Larrabu re 
recou nted the history s of the 
case which had been in medical 
hands for sev eral weeks. 
The girl is one of the children 
of an Indian farming family liv ­ 
ing near Pisco, a cotton port 
sou th of Lima. 
A few weeks ago her mother 
brou ght her into the hospital 
at Pisco for ex amination, be­ 
liev ing the child had an abdom­ 
inal tu mor. Dr. Lozada, one of 
the attending phy sicians at y es­ 
terday ’s operation, fou nd her to 
be pregnant. 
“Lozada had the su rprise of 
his life when he fou nd Lina was 
in an adv anced stage of preg­ 
nancy ,” Dr. Larrabu re said. 
He said it had been impossi­ 
ble to determine who had as­ 
sau lted the little girl. 
The mother reported that Lina 
started to menstru ate when she 
was only three months old, con­ 
tinu ing regu larly u ntil Au gu st, 
1938. 
Told that the child was preg­ 
nant, the mother v oiced Indian 
su perstition. 
“She believ ed that her dau gh­ 
ter was a v ictim of the ‘ev il ey e’ 
or possessed by a snake called 
‘tiracha’ which, according to the 
Indians, is able to impregnate 
women sleeping in the open air,” 
Dr. Larrabu re said. 
“The Indians also believ e that 
women may get pregnant if they 
pass near some water spring 
when menstru ating, especially if 
a rainbow seems to be coming 
from the spring.” 
Gy necologists feared that nat­ 
u ral deliv ery of the baby wou ld 
be too dangerou s, if not impos­ 
sible, for the little girl and so 
decided to operate after eight 
ane one-half months of preg­ 
nancy .

Lina was 
brou ght to Lima from Pisco. She 
weighed 
32 
kilograms 
(70.55 
pou nds). The ex act weight of 
her child was 2.7 kilograms (5.9 6 
pou nds). The mother is ju st 
u nder 37 inches in height. 
Lina’s parents cou ld hardly be­ 
liev e a child had been born u ntil 
they were shown their grand­ 
son . Attending phy sicians had 
giv en the little girl a large doll 
to play with while she was in 
confinement. 
Dr. Larrabu re said, “I am su re 
this is a u niqu e case in medical 
history the world ov er. So far 
there has been no news abou t a 
similar case, thou gh last y ear a 
Colombian, Dr. Retrepo, report­ 
ed the case of a girl abou t eight 
y ears old who bore a child nor­ 
mally .” 
(At St. Lou is, Mo., where he 
was attending the annu al meet­ 
ing of the American Medical As­ 
sociation, Dr. Morris Fishbein, 
editor of the association's Jou r­ 


nal, declared, “It is difficu lt or 
impossible to determine the ex ­ 
act age of children born in prim­ 
itiv e tribes su ch as the one 
she (Lina Medina) is reported to 
belong to and it is likely that 
she was mu ch older.” Other phy ­ 
sicians there ex pressed similar 
opinions.) 
Dr. Larrabu re fou nd indica­ 
tions, other than the birth cer­ 
tificate and the girl’s teeth, of 
her age. 
“Her featu res are perfectly 
childish and her mentality cor­ 
responds to a y ou ngster of that 
age,” he said. 
“She is u nable to ex plain what 
happened to her. The child is as 
shy as most Indian children and 
talks relu ctantly . Ev en when we 
presented her with a new doll 
almost her size she mu mbled her 
thanks.”
